The collector of the Riccolo Collection embarked on his journey with 
coins when he was 10 years old. His friend’s father owned a bank, 

and he would go through bags of coins that came through the teller 
windows every Saturday. That sparked a lifetime of collecting — not 
only coins, but also antique toys, vintage sports memorabilia, and 
Houdini memorabilia. His travels for work allowed him to hunt down 
many rare and interesting coins on his numerous business trips. The 
result is a wide-ranging collection of U.S. type coins focused on better 
dates and varieties. Multiple examples of some key issues provide extra 
opportunities for like-minded bidders. 


THE WILLIAM K. HARTER COLLECTION, PART II 

A complete set of high-grade Indian cents highlights Part II of the fine 
William K. Harter Collection. Numerous Premier Session Indian cents 
include an 1872 Shallow N cent, Snow-10a, FS-901, certified MS65 Red 
PCGS. An 1873 Doubled LIBERTY cent, Snow-1b, FS-101 grades MS64 
Red and Brown PCGS with CAC. A pair of Gem 1877 cents includes 

an MS65 Red and Brown PCGS example with CAC, Snow-2. Other 
Indian cents include important pattern issues. This collection includes a 
variety of gold issues and an extensive group of double eagles, most of 
which are Gem Uncirculated or finer. Liberty Head quarter eagles, three 
dollar gold, as well as Liberty and Indian half eagles, eagles, and double 
eagles appear throughout the floor sessions and Sunday’s online-only 
Signature® session. The Premier Session features many excellent Saint- 
Gaudens double eagles, including a 1913 twenty certified MS65 PCGS, 
with none finer at PCGS. William Harter was a specialist not only within 
select U.S. coin series, but also in several other collectible fields such as 
Arms & Armor and Rare Books. 


THE KANKAKEE COLLECTION 

The Kankakee Collection presents a choice selection of U.S. copper, 
silver, and gold type coins, each carefully assembled and uncommonly 
attractive for their grade. Examples from this consignment frequent the 
floor sessions and our popular Sunday online-only session. An 1883-CC 
ten dollar gold piece with prooflike surfaces certified AU55 PCGS and 
an 1883-CC half eagle also grading AU55 PCGS caught our eye. Also, a 
1796 JR-6 dime certified AU53 PCGS is a standout coin. 


THE WASHINGTON CORNER COLLECTION 

Silver type includes an assortment of denominations from twenty cents 
to silver dollars in this small but perceptively chosen collection. Reeded 
Edge half dollars, Seated coinage, and early type are represented. The 
1934-S Walking Liberty half dollar is a pure Gem. 


THE ESTATE OF CHARLES W. MONTGOMERY, PART II 

The larger part of this exceptional collection graced our November 
Signature® auction, although some outstanding Territorial gold pieces, 
patterns, gold dollars, and Saint-Gaudens double eagles make an 
appearance in the Premier Session and its accompanying floor session. 
Judging from the anticipated results from November’s installment, The 
Estate of Charles W. Montgomery coins will be equally well-received. 


THE TIEN’S TREASURE COLLECTION 

Morgan dollars make up the entirety of Tien’s Treasure Collection. While 
the majority of the coins are found in the regular floor session, a scarce 
1879-CC Morgan graded MS63+ PCGS certainly deserves its Plus 
designation. The other coins are all semikey issues, well-preserved and ¢ 
high-end for their grades.

Kentucky. Myddleton was imprisoned by the British crown for 
his efforts to export skilled labor to America, ending his efforts 
at settlement. But the tokens are prized by numismatists today for 
their beauty and quality. A lustrous and well-struck autumn-brown 
specimen with glimpses of peripheral powder-blue. Listed on page

It shares an obverse die 
with C-1, and a reverse die with C-3. C-2 is notable for a straight 
date and a widely spaced AME in AMERICA.

XE A few patterns may have preceded it, but the 
Sheldon-1 cent is the first die marriage struck at the U.S. Mint for 
commerce. It is also the die variety that abbreviates AMERICA 
as AMERI. This was presumably done for aesthetic reasons, to 
balance UNITED and STATES on the reverse peripheral legend 
layout. S-1 is also noted for its wide date. Low-grade examples 
can be attributed by the E in ONE, which is fairly distant from 
the chain. The present example is much sharper than the typical 
Chain cent, since fine details of Liberty’s hair are evident. As 
is the case for most Chain cents, the surfaces are deep brown 
and shows signs of granularity, though to a lesser degree than 
implied by the NGC designation. The minor to moderate marks 
are inoffensive, though we note slender abrasions above the C in 
CENT and below the D in UNITED.

The present example has XF 
sharpness throughout the borders, but the centers are lightly 
brought up. The lavender-brown surfaces are lightly granular, as 
often seen for the variety. Marks are surprisingly few, save for a 
couple of unobtrusive thin marks on Liberty’s forehead. Among 
the six die marriages for the 1793 Liberty Cap, S-13 is seen most 
often. It is typically attributed by the spacing of the legends. For 
example, the RT in LIBERTY is much closer than TY. On the 
reverse, the ATE in STATES is very widely spaced.

encountered among 1856 Flying Eagle cents, being the proof 
restrike issue produced over the course of about two years between 
late 1857 and 1860. These coins were distributed to collectors 
seeking an example of the first small-size United States cent. The 
present example displays sharp definition and has only a trace of 
discernible wear. However, the usual satiny luster of the Snow-9 
die pair is replaced by deep, uniform chocolate-brown patina with 
brass-chestnut accents on the high points of the devices. No major 
contact marks are observed beneath a loupe.

Fully struck and highly lustrous 
surfaces display melded shades of orange, yellow, blue, green, rose, 
and violet patina throughout, lending extraordinary eye appeal to 
both sides in equal measure.

One such 
die was became so heavily eroded that it was aggressively lapped 
to remove metal flowlines. The lapping mostly effaced the bison’s 
forward right leg, creating what is now known as the 1937-D 
Three-Legged nickel. The variety is one of the key acquisitions for 
collectors of the Guide Book series, surpassed in scarcity only by the 
1916 doubled die and 1918/7-S overdate. 

This Gem example displays satiny mint luster cast in delicate 
champagne and light rose-gold hues. The bison’s shoulder exhibits 
modest softness, but the remainder of the design is well brought up. 
No major abrasions distract from the eye appeal.

ranks among the scarcest of four 1797 die pairs and is the only 
variety with two large 7s in the date. It is also the only 1797 half 
dime variety with 13 stars — the other three varieties have either 
15 or 16 stars. On the reverse, the wreath displays 11 berries in a 
five inner berries, six outer berries arrangement, also exclusive to 
the LM-4 variety. All of the other 1797 varieties have but three 
berries. This is a high-end, Choice XF example with the NGC 
Plus designation. The coin is sharply struck with smooth, slightly 
glossy surfaces. Minor obverse die clashing is seen, as usual for 
this early half dime issue. High-point wear is minimal for the 
grade, with the eagle well-defined and sharp definition throughout 
the obverse elements. Pleasing bluish-gray toning allows bits of 
silver luster to shine through. This coin certainly ranks among the 
finest LM-4 examples known.

The 1815 quarters represented the first appearance of John 
Reich’s Capped Bust design for the denomination. The Reich 
design appeared earlier on half dollars in 1807 and dimes in 1809. 
Half dimes with the new design first appeared more than a decade 
later in 1829, and the design never appeared on silver dollars. 

This early die state piece is the Early Quarter Dollars of the 
United States Mint plate coin and it is the finest certified 1815 
quarter. NGC currently claims one other MS67 example, but that 
coin has traditionally been ranked second to the “Col.” Green-Eric 
P. Newman example. The Newman coin until recently was housed 
in an MS67+* NGC holder, and its residence now in an MS67 
CACG holder affirms its remarkable standing at the top of the 
Condition Census.

The reverse die is the same as the one used to strike the 
1797 BB-73 dollars, suggesting that at least some (or perhaps all) of 
the 1797-dated pieces were struck in 1798. Several 1797 examples 
exist that were struck from a terminal state of the dies, yet there are 
no 1798 Small Eagle coins known in a similar advanced die state. 

Population figures indicate many more 1797 dollars were 
produced than the reported mintage of 7,776 pieces (David Bowers 
estimates as many as 60,000 pieces). The Mint was not overly 
concerned about which dates were delivered in a calendar year, and 
the main focus was to get the maximum use of its dies regardless of 
date. With the Mint closed for much of 1797 due to yellow fever, it 
makes sense most of the 1797 mintage was struck in 1798. 

The present coin represents the earliest state of the dies, with 
a tapered, fully rounded “pellet” die lump beneath star 9. There 
are no die cracks or die lapping visible that would indicate a more 
advanced state of the dies. The coin is bright, with silver-white 
surfaces except for a few dark toning flakes at the margins among 
the stars and legends. Scattered marks from circulation and light 
wear define the assigned grade. Traces of original mint luster remain 
among the devices.

The Type Two gold dollars featured the bust of an 
Indian Princess on the obverse and were struck on thinner, larger 
diameter planchets, making them easier to locate.

The 1855 gold dollar claims a substantial business-strike 
mintage of 758,269 pieces. As might be expected, the 1855 is one 
of the most plentiful Type Two issues overall, and one of only two 
dates collectible at the MS66 grade level. Premium Gem examples 
are nonetheless rare, and only a handful of finer pieces are known. 
Recent auction appearances of such coins are few and far between. 
Fortunately for collectors, the 1934 Baltimore Hoard included 215 
examples of the 1855 gold dollar, virtually all in Mint State. 

This coin is the sole Plus-graded MS66 example at NGC, where 
just four Superb Gems are reported finer (10/23). Luster is frosty 
and brilliant, with rich yellow-gold color. Light clash marks are 
seen in the fields, but only the faintest luster grazes are observed 
with a loupe. The 8 in the date is slightly soft at the top, but central 
strike sharpness is generally exceptional for the issue. Overall eye 
appeal is outstanding and the high quality within the grade is 
confirmed by CAC.

This coin represents Variety 34-Y, with the mintmark 
positioned closer to the branch than the feather tip and its 
upright centered over the left edge of the E in FIVE. The 1853- 
D has a relatively high survival rate and experts consider it the 
most available half eagle from the Dahlonega Mint. Southern 
gold collectors often seek an example for type purposes, as it is 
also the most available Dahlonega half eagle in high grade. 

Few collectors systematically collected branch mint issues 
before Augustus Heaton published his landmark treatise 
on mintmarks in 1893. As a result, 19th century auction 
appearances of the 1853-D were few and far between. An 
early 20th century appearance was in lot 415 of the Charles W. 
Cowell Collection (B. Max Mehl, 11/1911), “1853 Large D high 
over E. Fine. Strong impression.” Mehl’s observations on the 
mintmark were unusually precise, for the time. The mintmark 
size is a controversial issue today, as PCGS has certified nine 
examples with a Medium D designation, but many experts 
doubt the variety really exists. 

We believe the present coin first surfaced in lot 1140 of the 
James A. Stack Collection (Stack’s, 10/1994), though the plate 


match is somewhat tentative: 


“1853 ‘D’ Brilliant Uncirculated. Deep impression of the 
dies, enriched by assertive gold luster. Here is a date of which 
only ‘a small quantity of Uncirculated specimens’ are known, 


as Akers writes. (SEE COLOR PLATE).” 


The lot realized $8,500, a strong price for the time. When 
this same coin recently appeared in a David Lawrence Rare Coin 
internet auction in March 2023, it realized a record price for the 
issue of $86,500, illustrating how collector demand for Dahlonega 
gold has increased in recent years. 

The coin offered here is tied with one other MS64+ example 
at PCGS for finest-certified honors. Like many examples of this 
issue, the central devices are sharply rendered, but a touch of 
softness is evident on some star centers and the dentilation is weak 
in some areas. The well-preserved, lemon-gold surfaces radiate 
vibrant mint luster from both sides, with some hints of olive at 
the peripheries. Overall eye appeal is outstanding and the high 
quality within the grade is confirmed by CAC. We expect intense 
competition from series specialists and Registry Set enthusiasts 
when this lot is called.

3102 1864-S XF40 NGC. During its early years of operation, the 
San Francisco Mint mostly concentrated on double eagle 
production, as that was the most convenient way to convert 
the massive amounts of bullion from the California gold fields 
into coinage, which was desperately needed in the expanding 
regional economy. Mintages of other gold denominations 
tended to be small, often struck to satisfy the requests of bullion 
depositors who had a specific need for the coins. Following 
this trend, the San Francisco Mint struck a minuscule mintage 
of 2,500 Liberty eagles in 1864. The coins were released into 
circulation and circulated heavily in the hard-money economy 
of the Western United States at a time when gold coinage was 
seldom seen in circulation in the East. As a result, the 1864-S 
is a formidable rarity today and examples are even more difficult 
to locate than the tiny production total would suggest. In fact, 
the 1864-S is the rarest ten dollar from the San Francisco Mint 
and the second-rarest issue of the whole Liberty eagle series, 
behind the legendary 1875 Philadelphia issue. PCGS CoinFacts 
estimates the surviving population at 22 to 26 examples in all 
grades. NGC and PCGS have combined to certify 40 examples 
between them, obviously including some resubmissions and 
crossovers (11/23). No Mint State examples are known, with 
the finest being two AU55+ coins at PCGS (11/23). 

Despite the obvious rarity of the issue, the 1864-S remains 
something of a sleeper in the series, and its elusive nature is 
largely unappreciated, outside of series specialists. Q. David 
Bowers notes: 


“By any serious reckoning, the 1864-S eagle should be famous 
as one of America’s premier gold rarities. Indeed, the 1864-S 
eagle is a rarity of legendary proportions, although this fact is 
hidden from all who do not delve into specialized references.” 
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The 1864-S began appearing at auction as early as lot 642 of 
the Charles W. Cowell Collection (B. Max Mehl, 11/1911). In 
the section of the catalog devoted to eagles of the San Francisco 
Mint, Mehl noted: 


“1864 Medium S over EN. Very good. Extremely rare. Rarest 
eagle of this mint, and I believe this is the first specimen 
offered at auction.” 


The lot realized $16, a strong price at the time. Despite its status 
as a sleeper, collector demand for the 1864-S eagle has increased 
auction prices realized for the issue exponentially over the years. 
Recent sales include the XF40 PCGS example sold in lot 4264 
of the Long Beach Signature (Heritage, 2/2018), which realized 
$114,000. 

The present coin is a handsome XF specimen that shows some 
light wear on the design elements, but most interior detail remains 
intact. As often seen on this issue, some softness is evident on 
the star centers. The surfaces exhibit relatively few marks for the 
grade, the most conspicuous being a narrow line above the ST in 
STATES. Highlights of orange-gold and powder-blue luster are 
evident within the reverse legend and other protected regions. The 
overall presentation is most attractive for this 19th century gold 
rarity. Auction appearances of the 1864-S are few and far between 
and it may be years before a comparable specimen becomes 
available.

Despite a healthy increase in the number of proof double eagles 
struck, surprisingly few 1881 proofs are confirmed today. The proof 
mintage in 1880 was 36 pieces, while the Mint reports 61 proofs 
dated 1881. The accompanying 1881 circulation strike mintage 
was only 2,199 double eagles. With such a small circulation 
strike mintage, one would expect an increase in the number of 
proofs saved — but that is clearly not the case. John Dannreuther 
estimates only 18 to 22 proofs survive and PCGS suggests only 40 
to 60 circulation strikes exist in all grades combined. The 1881 
twenty remains an important rarity in either format. 

This 1881 proof retains strong contrast between the sharply 
struck, well-frosted motifs and mirrored fields. A scattering of 
tiny lumps and digs exist in the lower obverse fields, which in 
turn received a heavy-handed attempt to smooth them away. The 
resultant polishing leaves behind faint hairlines and light abrasions. 
A diagnostic die line in the eagle’s tailfeathers angles outward 
from the lowest arrow shaft and confirms that this coin is indeed a 
proof. Despite its impairment, we expect many bids when the lot is 
called.

The Last High Relief Variant of the Design 


3131 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim, MS65 PCGS. Although Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens’ 1907 High Relief double eagle was ultimately 
shelved by the Mint as unsuitable for mass coinage and replaced by 
a radically lower-relief version, the Mint did not initially resort to 
that extreme but attempted to make the High Relief coin work, at 
the request of President Roosevelt. The High Relief issue itself was 
a soft compromise on Saint-Gaudens’ original Ultra High Relief 
design. To try and alleviate stacking problems, a wide rim was 
added to the design, and the motifs were slightly modified so as not 
to strike up on a more elevated plain than that rim. While these 
changes helped somewhat, they were not a perfect fix. Chief among 
the remaining concerns was a fin of metal that was getting squeezed 
between the dies and the collar during striking, producing a “wire 
rim” of inconsistent height around the perimeter of each coin. This 
prohibited reliable stacking, essentially rendering the new coins 
unsuitable for banking needs. Changes to the planchet preparation 
late in the production of High Relief coins mostly removed the 
problem, and coins struck during the late period are known today 
as Flat Rim specimens. Flat Rim coins are scarcer than their Wire 
Rim counterparts and in high grade are widely sought after. 

This Gem Flat Rim coin displays luminous, satiny mint luster 
with rich autumn-sun and orange-gold patina. The surfaces emit a 
subtle glow about the devices, and the strike is sharp throughout. 
Eye appeal is exceptional.

3132 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim, MS65+ PCGS. Extensive 
conversations between President Theodore Roosevelt and master 
sculptor Augustus Saint-Gaudens on the mundane state of the 
country’s coinage led to a Renaissance of American Coinage, as 
chronicled by Roger Burdette, in the early 20th century. The 
leading edge of that Renaissance was the iconic design for the 
double eagle, which Saint-Gaudens created in 1907, incorporating 
Roman Numerals in the date and the same kind of high relief design 
elements used on ancient Greek coinage. Many numismatists 
consider the 1907 High Relief double eagle the most beautiful 
American coin design and examples are eagerly sought by series 
specialists and advanced type collectors. 

Unfortunately, despite the acknowledged beauty of the design, 
the high relief of the design elements proved completely unsuitable 
for modern high-speed coinage. Every coin had to be struck three 
times on the heavy medal press to fully bring up all the features 
of the design, with the planchets annealed between strikings to 
prevent breakage. It required 12 minutes to strike a single coin 
under these conditions. By working round-the-clock overtime 
shifts, the Philadelphia Mint was able to strike a small mintage 
of 12,367 examples of the design by the end of the year, enough 
to satisfy Roosevelt’s desire to showcase the design for posterity. 
Subsequently, Chief Engraver Charles Barber modified the design 
for regular coinage, lowering the relief until the details could 
be brought up with just a single blow from the coin press and 
substituting Arabic Numerals in the date. 

About 75-80% of High Reliefs show a high fin, or Wire Rim, 
around the circumference of the coin, caused by metal extruding 
through the narrow gap between the collar and the dies during 
the striking process. This was considered a flaw by contemporary 
numismatists and bank tellers, who feared the coins would 
not stack properly and might wear down quickly and become 
undervalued. The Mint technicians worked hard to eliminate the 
fin, by adjusting the dimensions and upset angle of the planchets, 
and finally succeeded in producing a satisfactory Flat Rim variant 
of the design. Only coins struck between the middle of December 
and the end of the year show this desirable feature. 

This Plus-graded Gem displays the three dimensional sculptural 
design elements expected of this issue, with sharp definition on all 
devices. The impeccably preserved yellow and orange-gold surfaces 
radiate vibrant mint luster throughout, with terrific eye appeal. As 
might be expected, this sought-after issue becomes elusive at the 
MS65 grade level, and finer coins are definitely scarce. We expect 
intense competition from series specialists when this lot is called.

a smallish mintage of 168,780 pieces, making the issue slightly 
scarce in all Mint State grades today. The population drops off 
drastically at the MS65 level, however, at which point the 1913 
becomes one of the leading condition rarities of the entire series. 
The 1913 is actually more elusive in Gem-or-better grades than 
more famous dates like the 1929, 1931, and 1932. 

Because of the high intrinsic value of each individual coin, 
collecting date runs of business-strike double eagles was virtually 
unheard of in the early 20th century. A few collectors, like Virgil 
Brand, did acquire proof examples from the Philadelphia Mint 
every year to keep their collections current, but few regular-issue 
examples were saved. It was only in the late 1930s, when clever 
numismatists like Louis Eliasberg and Dr. Charles W. Green began 
to save large denomination gold coins as a legal means of investing 
in gold that the collection of double eagles became widespread. 
The 1913 double eagle had been circulating for two decades before 
this interest developed, explaining why so few high-quality pieces 
were saved for present-day collectors. When B. Max Mehl offered 
Dr. Green’s example of the 1913 in lot 787 of his April 1949 mail 
bid sale, it realized $50.50, considered a good price at the time. 

The present coin exhibits razor-sharp definition on all design 
elements. The well-preserved orange-gold surfaces are accented 
with hints of rose and vibrant mint luster radiates from both sides. 
A minor scratch on Liberty’s torch arm and a few scattered marks 
in the left obverse field do not detract from the outstanding eye 
appeal of this delightful Gem.

The San Francisco Mint struck a substantial 
mintage of more than 3.1 million Saint-Gaudens double eagles 
in 1927, but the 1927-S is an elusive key to the popular series 
today. The coins were delivered in 139 separate batches from 
January 5 through October 31, but few were ever shipped to banks 
or Federal Reserve Banks for distribution. After Assay Commision 
proceedings, Mint cashiers retained about 169 examples, which 
may have been paid out in everyday transactions. A relatively small 
number of coins was apparently used to settle accounts in foreign 
trade, but the great bulk of the mintage was held in government 
storage until the Gold Recall of 1933 took effect. Afterward, the 
coins in government custody were melted and stored as gold bars at 
the Fort Knox Bullion Depository. Roger W. Burdette estimates the 
surviving population at just 300 examples in all grades today. 

When collecting large denomination gold coins first became 
popular in the 1940s, the 1927-S was believed to be even more 
elusive than it is today. At that time, numismatists considered it 
the fourth-rarest Saint-Gaudens double eagle, behind the 1924- 
D, 1926-S, and the 1926-D. Prominent coin dealer B. Max Mehl 
thought only three or four examples of these issues were extant 
after the massive meltings of the 1930s, but rarity rankings changed 
rapidly in later years. As noted above, some 1927-S double eagles 
were used in foreign trade during this time frame, putting them 
safely out of reach of the government recall. Small numbers of 
1927-S double eagles remained safely ensconced in foreign holdings 
for decades. When international trade resumed after World War 
II, coin dealers found many exported Saint-Gaudens double eagles 
had survived in European and Latin American banks. Enterprising 
dealers with good European connections, like Paul Wittlin and 
Jim Kelly, began repatriating those coins in a big way in the 1950s, 
significantly increasing the supply of some formerly elusive issues, 
like the 1924-D, 1926-S, and 1926-D. However, only a relatively 
small number of 1927-S double eagles ever surfaced in foreign 
holdings, and it is still acknowledged as a major rarity today. The 
issue is especially elusive in grades above the MS64 level.

Authorized by the Congressional 
Act of January 16, 1915, the official Panama-Pacific Exposition 
commemoratives included a silver half dollar, a gold dollar, a gold 
quarter eagle, and the two fifty dollar gold pieces. These coins 
could circulate at face value but seldom did, since they were sold 
well above face value as mementos to support the Exposition. The 
lower denominations include the S mintmark, while the fifty dollar 
gold pieces lack a mintmark. 

Congress was slow to enable the Panama-Pacific 
commemoratives and the coins were not available for sale at the 
Exposition until about three months after the opening. The event 
drew about 19 million visitors between February and December 
1915, so the late arrival of the commemorative coins did not 
help their sale. A maximum authorized mintage for the round 
and octagonal fifties was 1,500 pieces of each format, but their 
high price of $100 each was an added obstacle. Only 483 round 
fifties were distributed and 645 octagonals were sold. Today, the 
round Pan-Pac fifties are especially rare in any grade. The present 
example is a gleaming, high-end Select Uncirculated coin with 
vibrantly lustrous, yellow-gold surfaces. Two tiny marks are seen on 
Liberty’s neck and a thin, short mark exists in the field opposite the 
chin. A few faint hairlines are microscopic in nature. This coin’s 
strike is sharp throughout the attractive, satiny surfaces that are 
characteristic of these large and impressive gold coins.

Buyer agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount 
of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, or inappropriate 
tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. 
The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or 
tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after Auction can a 
refund of tax paid be made.
